Claims 1-8 are currently pending in this application.

Reasons for Allowance 

The present Invention Is directed to a process of isomerizing cis-2-pentenenitrile 
to trans-3-pentenenitrile In the presence of at least one homogenous catalyst wherein 
the catalyst is a C1-C20 monoamine or diamine or an ionic liquid selected from group 
consisting of Bronsted acid adducts of organic nitrogen containing substances. The 
closest prior art is U.S. Patent No. 3,526,654. The prior art process is conducted in the 
presence of silicon dioxide, alumina or sodium-calcium silicate. None of the published 
processes anticipated, or rendered obvious, the process as described in this 
application. Therefore, claims 1-8 are allowable.
